14. 


The crime for which the men were sen- 


tenced was committed on the evening of 
April 30. In pursuance of a plau entered 
into a fortnight before Caruso was decoj'ed 
into the murderers' house at 94 Tlideii 
street 
Under the pretense of shaving him 


they placed a rope about his neck and 
choked him to death. Ills body was forced 
into a trunk, which was shipped to Pitts- 
burgh, where the crime was discovered. 
Caruso was murdered for S300 he had saved 
out of his earnings.

"Some of the packers still 
usa muriatic acid in soldering, but It is fast 
Diving way to p. harmless chemical prepara- 
tion for the purpose which was invented five 
or six years ago. 
The quantity of solder 


08od is so much less, however, than it used 
to be, that even if it wore not on tha outside 
of ths can it probably couli do no harm. 
rue inothuds of preparing all kinds of 
canned goods hare greatly improved sine* 
the business was first begun. 
Eighteen 


pounds ot solder now answers tug purpose 
ivhere seventy was once required. I do not 
believe that any trouble which has aver 
arisen from the eating of canned meat! has 
been occasioned by th9 tlna 
The prejudice, 


nevertheless, iu regard to cannal meats, 
especially corned beef, is widespread. It is 
generally Lelieved to be due to the cans. 


•The first instance of sickness from eating 


canned corn Iwef that ever attractei any 
attention occurred in Germany. The beef 
was canned in Chicago. It was put up in the 
old-fashioned way, with an iucho£ soldering 
inside and out The German scientists at tha 
time had discovered little or nothing in re- 
gard to the alkaloids existing in meats in 
case of somi- putrefaction that are so largely 
engaging tho attention of the scientific- 
world at present.
